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Unnamed heros aid in escape of Chileans 



MONTREAL (CUP)-ln what 
resembled an Errol Flynn-llke 
rescue, (our Chilian Students 
here who were supposed to be 
deported this week back to 
Chile, have Instead arrived 
safely in Mexico where they will 
be able to remain. 

According to sources, mem- 
bers of two organizations, 
Amnesty International and Can- 
adian University Press, and an 
unidentified "Mexican con- 
nection" were instrumental In 
the action, although both 
organizations denied any know- 
ledge of It;- .■ 

The students, who asked that 
their names not be disclosed, 
said that Manpower and Immi- 
gration had Informed them three 
weeks ago that their student 
visas were being revoked and 
they would have to return to 
Chile "within a month." The 
students were studying English 
and French at several institu- 
tions in Montreal. They are 
members of MIR, a leftist 
coalition inside and outside 
Chile which is opposed to the 



present dictatorship in that 
country. / 

Last week, according to 
sources, representatives from 
Amnesty International and Can- 
adian University Press In' 
Quebec put the students In 
contact with several persons 
who were able to obtain visas 
from the Mexican Government. 
Mexico Is a haven for many 
Latin American refugees. 

Officials in Manpower and 
Immigration have denied know- 
ledge of the incident or refused 
to comment on the reasons for 
the cancellation of the students' 
visas. However, one of the 
students claimed that "Since we 
are members of the MIR, we 
assumed that the Pinochet 
government asked Canada and 
they assented to the request to 
return us." 

He added, "We would like lo 
thank the people involved for 
saving us from what surely 
would have been prison." 

"We were getting desperate at 
one point," stated another of 
the students. "We didn't want Ic 



go directly to any of.thf 
resistance groups here because 
we feared DINA (the Chi lia ' 
secret police) so much. Wf; 
barely speak English or Frenci 
so we had to depend on people 
in other organizations wh\ 
spoke our language and whe 
were in solidarity with ou' 
cause." 

He added, "We know whai 
going back to Chile would have 
meant. The measures (to clean 
up Chile's image) do nothing 
more than cover up the true 
situation of political prisoners 
— they attempt to hide the 
horror, the crime, the plight of 
those who are persecuted, who 
are political detainees and the 
'disappeared' comrades... 

"Many political prisoners 
have even been reclassified as 
'common criminals'. . .as we 
think would have happened to 
us... this further restricts our 
comrades' rights under Interna- 
tional law and contributes to 
this sick numbers game the 
junta is playing with the world » 
press."

Bursaries to poorer 
students to increase 



TORONTO (CUP)-Ontario's 
-advisory committee on student 
financial aid has recommended 
a new program which reduces 
non-repayable awards for upper 
Income students and gives 
more to those from lower 
Income brackets. 

But the Optional Loan and 
Need-related Grant (OLANG) 
program would not, if adopted, 
cost the government any more 
in funding than It now spends, 
according to the Ontario Feder- 
ation of Students (OFS). 

The plan, announced Febru- 
ary 21 by committee heads 
Stephen Dupre and Norman 
Cisco, Is "frankly redistribu- 
tlve," according to Cisco. 



The major drawing point of 
the proposed scheme— which 
OFS is otherwise critical of— Is 
that it would allow students to 
apply for grants without having 
first to receive the maximum 
$1000 in annual loans from the 
Canada Student Loans Plan 
(CSLP). 

The proposal In fact calls for 
the province's opting out of the 
federal plan and separating the 
loans and grants portions of 
student aid, allowing low-in- 
come students to receive up to 
$3000 In financial assistance 
yearly. , 

But the plan would remove 
the Independent status, where- 
by students' resources are 



assessed without taking into 
account their parents' Incomes, 
from those who are not mar- 
ried, have children or have not 
been in the work force three 
years. Under the current On- 
tario Student Assistance Pro- 
gram, students must be in the 
work force at least two years to 
be considered Independent. 

Students whose parents net 
$1000 or less per annum can 
expect a full grant for their 
education expenses, but others 
would be deducted $0.25 on 
their grant for every dollar their 
parents earn over that ceiling. 
. For example, according to 
the tables in an explanatory 
booklet just released, a student 



Council asks exploration 
of Quebec education

The Council of Universities, 
which remained neutral during 
the recent conflicts at Laval 
University and UQAM, declared 
last week that a public debate 
should be held on the respon- 
sibilities and functions of 
higher education in Québec. 

In view of the number and the 
length of recent strikes in 
universities, the Council wor- 
ries that the Québec] taxpayers 
have become' disillusioned' as 
to the role of the University in 
Québec. "It becomes more and 
more difficult for the popula- 
tion to understand the meaning 
of the costly Investment of $6 
million per year ($5,000 per 



student per year)" says the 
Council. . 

The Council is amazed that 
certain universities in Québec 
are unable to solve their' own 
internal problems without com- 
ing to prolonged confrontation 
while the longest strike in the 
university milieu outside Que- 
bec lasted only two weeks. 

The Council further recog- 
nizes as indispensable the 
freedom and autonomy of the 
' university. But ; these preroga- 
tives, it says, Involve a respon- 
sibility towards the public. 

For this reason and In viow of 
the fact that the recent con- 
flicts were rooted in the de- 
mands for greater rights of 



participation in the manage- 
ment of the institutions, the 
Council demands that the 
agents responsible for superior 
education— the Ministry of Ed- 
ucation, the professors, admin- 
istrators, students and service 
workers— make their policies 
and decisions answerable to 
the public in understandable 
terms. 

The Council pointed out that 
university administrators and 
unions during the recent con- 
flict attempted to gain support 
from the public and to sensitize 
public opinion on conflicts 
whose issues were so complex 
that they escaped public comp- 
rehension.

These' 
would have to ; be applied fori 
separately, and interest would 
accrue immediately, rather than i 
six months after the recipient 

j leaves school, as under the cur- 
rent OSLP regulation. 

; The new scheme also calls 
for increased mileage pay- 
ments for students In the 
northern part of the province, 
and would remove the financial 
penalty for owning a car. 

( In a statement OFS points to 
the proposal making it possible 
for students to apply for grants 
before loans as a sign that the 
financial advisory committee 
"acknowledges our argument 
that loans are a déterrent to 
low-Income students." 



But "we feel that they could 
have confronted all the Inequi- 
ties In the present student aid 
system," according to the 
125,000-member federation. 

"They didn't even consider 
regional disparities or a contin- 
uing method of keeping pace 
with the cost of living," said the 
OFS statement. 

But there is no guarantee the 
minister of colleges and uni- 
versities, Harry Parrott, will 
even consider his advisory 
group's proposals. 

Parrott raised the OSAP loan 
ceiling to $1000 and reduced 
the grant portion by $200 in 
December 1975, while the ad- 
visory group was still holding 
hearings across the province. 

The report was expected In 
the fall, and even if It were con- 
sidered Immediately, it could 
not be implemented until the 
1978-79 academic year, accord- 
ing to Golombeck.

Last September the Econom- 
ics Students' Association de- 
cided to publish a journal of 
political economy. The reason 
for taking on this task, one that 
had not been successfully 
accomplished by any other stu- 
dents' association at McGill, 
was two-fold. First, they wanted 
to provide an apolitical forum 
through which students could 
analyse contemporary issues in 
political economy and express 
their views on these subjects. 
Second, they felt that it was 
necessary to expose students to 
the work of their fellow students 
in an out of class environment. 
Hopefully, this will increase the 
discussion of Issues in political 
economy and in so doing in- 
crease theknowledgeof both the 
writers and the readers of the 
articles. 



A committee of students was 
formed and, after experiencing 
all the ups and downs that 
committees usually face, the 
first edition of the McGill 
Journal of Political Economy 
has been published. It containsa 
number of articles that discus- 
ses the evolution of Brazilian 
coffeepricesand illustrates how 
and why prices have risen to their 
current unprecedented peaks. 
Another article provides an in- 
depth study of the Quebec 

economy and Ihe problems with 
making Quebec economically 
independent, an issue that has 
gained increasing importance 
with recent political changes in 
the province. The whaling 
industry in the Pacific Ocean is 



the topic of a third article. 
Purposefully neglecting the 
moral side of this issue, the 
authors of this paper have pro- 
duced a novel economic analy- 
sis of the whaling industry. The 
conclusion they reach is that the 
excessive slaughter of the 
world's whales is less profitable 
to the harvesters- than a 
reasonable rate of killing.
